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LATE  FOREIGN  DEVELOPMENTS  .  . 


UNITED  KINGDOM 

The  proportion  of  home-grown  wheat  In  the  grist  Is  the  highest  yet  reported 
and  reflects  the  heavy  deliveries  recently.     The  flour  composition  Is  now  placed  at 
57.5  percent  domestic  wheat,  40  percent  Imported  wheat,  and  2.5  percent  domestic 
coarse  grains. 


AUSTRALIA 

The  wheat  harvest  was  largely  completed  In  late  December  despite  delayed 
harvesting  operations  In  some  sections,  according  to  reports.     Former  estimates  of 
around  100  million  bushels  are  being  maintained. 


ENGLAND  AND  WALES 


Winter  grain  condition  on  December  1  was  reported  to  be  good.     Early  sown 
wheat  had  germinated  well  and  was  strong,  with  little  evidence  of  pest  damage,  winter 
barley,  oats,   and  rye  were  also  said  to  have  germinated  well  and  to  be  In  a  promising 
condl tlon. 

ESTONIA 


For  each  hectare  (2.471  acres)  sown  with  flax  In  1943,  Estonian  farmers  must 
deliver  120  kilograms  (265  pounds)  of  flaxseed  to  the  central  authorities.  This 
figure  may  vary  In  different  districts  depending  on  the  productivity  of  the  soil. 
However,   the  total  surrender  quota  (figure  not  given)  for  the  whole  of  Estonia  must 
be  adhered  to.     Premiums  will  be  paid,   It  was  stated,  only  to  those  farmers  who 
deliver  their  quotas  before  March  31,  1944.     (The  premiums  are  payable  In  the  form 
of  points  which  entitle  farmers  to  purchase  specified  quantities  of  rationed  goods 
or  equipment. 


SOUTHEASTERN  EUROPE 


Agricultural  experts  writing  recently  in  the  German  press  emphasized  the 
potentialities  of  the  countries  of  the  Danube  Basin,  notably  Bulgaria,  Rumania,  and 
Hungary,  as  a  rice  producing  area.     In  Bulgaria,  It  was  stated,  rice  can  be  advan- 
tageously cultivated  In  alternation  with  cotton  and  tobacco.     In  Rumania,   the  ex- 
perience with  rice,  especially  In  the  walachla  district,  has  been  so  favorable  that 
the  Government  has  established  a  system  of  model  farms,  credits  and  Instruction  to 
encourage  increased  production.     In  Hungary,  the  Thelss  river  system  was  said  to 
offer  excellent  opportunities  for  an  expansion  in  rice  cultivation.

UNITED  STATES  IMPORT  DUTY  SUSPENDED  ON  GRAINS  AND  FEED  PRODUCTS 

Imn„  A"^1™  DeC6nber  23'   1943'   f°r  a  P6rl0d  of  90  ^s>   the  United  States 
import  duty  was  suspended  on  certain  grains  and  other  products  to  be  used  for  live- 
stock and  poultry  feed.    The  legislation,  known  as  K.  J.  Res.  m  (Public  Law  211) 
was  signed  Decker  22,  1942.     The  1Cetns  lncludefl  undep  ^  provlsl0^>; 
listed  in  the  act  as  follows:     -Wheat,  oats,  barley,  rye,  corn,   flax,  cottonseed 
the^of.0'

In  announcing  procedure  for  the  administration  of  this  legislation  by  the 
Bureau  of  the  Customs,   the  Treasury  Department  emphasized  the  use  character  of  the 
grains  and  other  products  listed,     it  was  polnted-out  that  free  entry  is  not  appli- 
cable to  wheat  for  milling,   to  flaxseed  or  cottonseed  for  oil  milling,  or  to  other 
Products  to  be  used  or  processed  for  purposes' other  than  feed.     Free  entry  Is  ap- 
Pllcaole.  however,   to  derivatives  of  the  products,  such  as  mlllfeeds.  linseed  meal, 
or  cottonseed  meal. 

With  regard  to  the  import  quota  regulations  that  apply  to  wheat,   the  Bureau 
of- customs  indicates  that  Importations  under  this  act  will  continue  to  be  subject 
to  the  existing  quota  requirement.     Under  Presidential  Proclamation  No.  2439  Issued 
May  28,  1941,  import  quotas  for  wheat  of  600.000  bushels  (Canada- s  share  Is    795  000 
bushels)  and  4,000.000  pounds  of  flour  (Canada's  share.  3.815.000  pounds)  were  es- 
tablished.    These  quotas  were  suspended  under  certain  sped  fled .  condl  tlons  by  two 
subsequent  Proclamations  Issued  April  13.  1942,  and  April  29.  1943.     Under  the  latter 
Proclamation  the  quota  provisions  were  suspended  -Insofar  as  they  apply  to  wheat  and 
flour  purchased  by  the  War  Food  Administrator,  or  any  agency  or  person  designated  by 
him.  «  7* 

inasmuch  as  most,  if  not.  all,  of  the  wheat  that  may  be  entered-  for  consumption 
in  the  United  States  during  the  90-day  period  will  be  of  milling  grade,,  and  accord- 
ing subject  to  existing  quota  provisions,  such  Imports  will  be  possible  only  If 
made  as  heretofore  by  the  War  Food  Administrator  or  his  designee. 

The  duties  now  in  effect  on  the  respective  grains  and  grain  products  covered 
by  the  provision  may  be  noted  as  follows:   .wheat.  42  cents  per  bushel,  oats  3  cents, 
barley  15  cents,  rye  12  cents,   flax  32.5  cents,  and  corn. 25  cents,  all. per  bushel; 
cottonseed  1/3  cents  per  pound,  hay  $2. 50  per  ton. 

In  connection  with  the  use  provision  which  will  be  the  basis  for  applying 
the  duty-free  provision  by  the  Bureau  of  Customs,  It  may  be  noted  that  oats  for 
food  purposes  and  barley, for  malting  purposes,   also  rye  for  flour  milling,  win  not 
be  eligible  for  the  duty  suspension.     In  administering  the  use' provision,  the 
Treasury  is  being  guided  by  established  procedure  for  other  commodities  under  which 
an  affidavit  for. use  and  bond  is  required. 
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VEGETABLE  OILS  AND  OILSEEDS  .  .  .

TURKISH  OILSEED  PRODUCTION  SLIGHTLY  INCREASED 

The  1943  crops  of  vegetable  oilseeds  In  Turkey  were  generally  larger  than  in 
1942  and  considerably  higher  than  In  pre-war  years.    Competition  between  Allied  and 
Axis  purchasing  agencies  for  the  relatively  small  quantities  available  for  export 
Is  strong  and  price  Increases  are  checked  only  by  export  embargoes  or  limitations 
on  quantities  exported.    The  serious  shortage  of  fats  and  oils  in  Axis  Europe  and 
the  desire  of  Allied  Nations  to  remove  any  supplies  that  might  be  accessible  to  the 
enemy  tend  to  emphasize  the  Importance  of  the  export  surpluses  In  Turkey,  however 
small  they  may  be.    Flaxseed,  sesame  seed,  and  olive  oil  are  the  only  oil  or  oil- 
seeds that  are  now  available  for  export  In  significant  quantities.    Such  figures 
as  are  available  on  production  and  exports  for  the  7  years  1937  through  1943  are 
given  in  the  following  table,

ARGENTINE  WOOL  PRICES  REACT  TO  PROPOSED  LIQUIDATE 
OF  UNITED  STATES  STOCK  PILE 

The  announcement  of  the  proposed  gradual  liquidation  of  the  United  States 
stock  pile  of  Imported  raw  wool,  rumors  of  which  had  reached  Argentina  by  mid-De- 
cember, had  a  bearish  effect  on  prices  In  that  country,  according  to  latest  cabled 
reports.     At  present  United  States  buyers,  however,  are  showing  little  Interest  as 
shipping  space  Is  so  limited  as  to  discourage  buying  on  a  large  scale.  Argentine 
exporters  have  already  sold  wool  that  cannot  be  shipped  before  next  April  or  May. 

Such  shipping  space  as  Is  available  must  now  be  divided  between  low  crossbreds 
and  other  wools,  with  a  corresponding  reduction  In  the  volume  of  sales  of  fine  and 
medium  crossbreds.    The  volume  of  exports  Is. limited  by  the  amount  of  shlppln.3  space 
available  for  wool  and  present  prospects  are'that  space  will  provide  for  only  15  to 
IS  million  pounds  per  month. 

The  relaxation  of  restrictions  on  the  use  of  low  crossbred  wool  for  apparel 
purposes  lr>  the  United  States  has  resulted  in  more  active  Interest  by  United  states 
buyers  for  Argentine  low  crossbreds,  but  the  volume  of  sales  has  been  too  small  to 
affect  prices  of  low  crossbred  wools  materially.    The  demand  has  been  for  second- 
clip  wool  of  one-naif  to  three-quarter  :rowth  rather  than  for  full  growth  crossoreds. 

Receipts  of  wool  at  markets  nave  been  heavy,  with  the  price  tendency  lower. 

i 

Exports  for  the  first  7  weeks  of  the  new  season  (October  1  to  December  17) 
totaled  approximately  45  million  pounds,  85  percent  of  which  was  to  the  United 
States.     Last  year  exports  for  approximately  the  same  period  amounted  to  only  27 
million  pounds,  92  percent  of  which  was  to  "the  United  States.     In  1942-43  exports 
were  the  smallest  on  record. 

Earlier  reports  Indicated  that  prices  of  low  crossbreds  advanced  10  percent 
following  the  announcement  of  lovernTien  t  loans  In  September,  but  since  then  the  ten- 
dencj  has  been  toward  lower  prices.     For  loan  purposes,   oase  values  were  established 
approximating  the  10-year  average  prices  for  three  different  descriptions  of  grade 
5  and  grade  q  wools,  40' s  and  coarser.     These  values  are  10.00  pesos  per  10  kilograms 
(13.5  cents  per  pojnd)  for  full-grown  wool  and   9.50  to  9-00    pesos   (12.8  to  12.2  cents 
per  pound)   for  November  and  March  second  clips,   respectively.     A  maximum  loan  of  90 
percent  will  be  available  to  growers  on  wool  stored  In  approved  warehouses  and  70 
percent  when  stored  In  warehouses  or  storage  sheds  of  the  producers.     An  Interest 
charge  of  4  percent  per  annum  will  be  made  with  the  wools  as  collateral.     The  loans 
run  for  a  period  of  360  days  and  may  be  extended  an  additional  180  days      They  will 
be  made  to  producers  and  only  on  the  1943-44  clip. 

There  appears  to  be  some  reluctance  on  tne  part  of  farmers  to  take  advantage 
Of  the  Government  loan  facilities.     An  official  of  the  Argentine  Ministry  of  Agri- 
culture Indicated  that  market  prices  often  go  as  much  as  1.00  peso  per  10  kilograms 
(1.4  cents  per  pound)  lower  than  the   loan  rates  before  farmers   will  resort  to  the 
loan  facilities,  as  they  prefer  outright  sales  rather  than  the  paper  work  involved 
in  obtaining  a  loan. 
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GENERAL  AND  MISCELLANEOUS  .   .  . 

.     -  GERMAN  FEED  PROBLEM  IN  HOG  RAISING 

Dl  f  f  lcultles.'  connected  with  hog  raising  in  Germany,  .because  of  the  progressive 
feed  shortage,  were  summarized^  by  '  the  Revaler' Zei  tung 'of '  November  28,  1943*  as  follows: 
In  1930,  hogs  were  fattened  on  Imported  grain  with  an  addition  of  flshmeal.  This 
was  the  period  of  the  "Grain  Porker".    After  1933,  the  necessity  of  relying  on  do- 
mestic feed  Instead  of  on  imported  grain  forced  a  change  to  potatoes  for  fattening 
purposes,  giving  rise  to  the  "Potato  Porker."    However,  as  the  potato  increased  in 
value  as  necessary  food  for  the  people-,   the  hogs  were  fed  on  smaller  amounts  of 
potatoes  but  with  an'  addition  of  beet  roots  and  tops.     Lately,  economic  necessity 
has  prevented  even  this  limited  feeding  of  potatoes,  and  hogs  at  present  are  fed 
mainly  on  beets  and  beet  tops,   Introducing  the  third  period,  that  of  the  "Beet 
Porker." 

This  is  not  the  ordinary  fodder  beet,  which  has  a  sugar  content  of  4  percent 
only;  It  is  a  new  cultivated  beet  variety  with  a  sugar  content  of  8.10  percent. 
In  addition,  sugar  beets  with  a  sugar  content  of  about  20  percent  are  being  used 
increasingly  for  feed  purposes.     In  order  that  the  new  method  of  feeding  might 
be  widely  known  and  properly  understood,  a  pri&e  competition  was  held,  partici- 
pated in  by  600  farmers.     VJlth  reference  to  this  contest,   the  article  reported 
a  weight  increase  of  1,285  grams  dally,  with  feed  composed  of  Deet  tops,  sugar 
beet  pulp  and  a  small  amount  of  potato  offal,  compared  with  750  grams  dally  from 
a  ration  composed  of  potatoes. 

GERMAN  FOOD  RATIONS,  1939  -  1943 

Food  consumption  by  the  native  civilian  population  of  the  Old  German  Reich  In 
1942-43  is  estimated  by  theOf  flee  of  Foreign  Agricultural  Relations  at  a  possible 
total  of  2,500  calories  per  person  per  day,  or  89  percent  of  the  2,800  calories 
(digestible  basis,   comparable  retail  level)  consumed  In  1933-1937.     On  the  basis  of 
"consumption  units"  the  comparison  shows  92  percent  of  pre-war  for  1942-43.  In 
worker  families  caloric  consumption  appears  to  have  been  from  over  90  to  100  percent 
of  pre-war,  depending  upon  the  wartime  composition  of  the  families  and  the  consumer 
categories  included. 

The  following  Is  a  tabulation  of  weekly  food  rations  in  Germany  by  consumer 
categories  for  the  4  years,  December  1939  to  December  1943.     This  information  was 
compiled  from  official  sources.     Potatoes,  not  included  in  the  table,  were  rationed 
from  the  early  part  of  1942,  when  the  weekly  allowance  for  all  consumer  groups  was 
at  the  low  of  about  2,500  grams  per  week.     In  the  winter  of  1942-43  this  ration 
amounted  to  about  4,500  grams,  and  In  the  present  season,  1943-44,  it  seems  to  be 
from  3,000  to  3,500  grams.
